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FOREWORD 


EORGE M. CURTIS (1857-1915) was one of the outstand- 
ing pioneers in the field of research in early American silver 
and other native antiques, and it follows that he was also one of 
our most discerning and discriminating collectors. His knowledge 
of the history, and the arts and crafts of old New England was pro- 
found, and stemmed from family tradition, beginning with the settle- 
ment of his paternal ancestor, John Curtis, in Stratford, Conn., in 
1639. The family was indeed prominent in the affairs of this terri- 
tory during the succeeding century, and in the Continental Army 
through the Revolutionary War. Mr Curtis’ historical interest ex- 
tended throughout the regions surrounding his home in Meriden, 
Conn.; in 1906 he was elected chairman of the general committee on 
the one hundredth anniversary of the incorporation of that town, and 
published a work of some four hundred pages, Meriden’s Early H1s- 
tory, which incorporated much of his findings in personal inspections 
of the oldest homes in the vicinity. 

As early as 1875 he was actively pursuing the study of American 
silver at first hand. Among his contributions to this subject is his fine 
work, Early Silver of Connecticut and Its Makers (Meriden, 1913), 
and his scholarly introduction to the Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
publication, American Church Silver, published in 1911. He also 
lectured on antique silver before many New England historical socie- 
ties. Ihe collection which resulted from his interest in American 
silver includes a number of pieces by the much sought-after Connec- 
ticut silversmiths of the eighteenth century, in which the outstanding 
item is a rare set of two-handled communion cups made for the 
North Haven Congregational Church in 1797 by Abel Buel of New 
Haven. 

The same proficiency and expert approach 1s seen in his selection 
of furniture, drawn from a wide area of Colonial and Early Federa! 
activity. Representative pieces of the earlier period include Hadley 


and Connecticut chests, a refectory-style table, and several rare 
chairs. The typical restrained dignity of cabinetwork in the New 
England colonies is seen in his well-known block-front cabinet pieces, 
which are headed by a particularly outstanding Goddard- Townsend 
shell-carved chest from Newport, the chair of President Joseph 
Willard of Harvard, and an unusual tray-top lowboy. The greater 
elegance displayed by the designers of Philadelphia is reflected in a 
superb chest-on-chest with enriched pediment, and in admirable 
Chippendale claw-and-ball foot side chairs from the Quaker city. 
The collection is also rich in mirrors and clocks of outstanding qual- 
ity, which are representative of the finest designs in their various 
categories; two rare examples among the latter being an inlaid 
mahogany miniature grandfather striking clock by David Wood, 
Newburyport, Mass. (c. 1790), and a sumptuous gilded and painted 
banjo clock with églomisé panel, by Lemuel Curtis of Concord.

In this instance, the quality of the carved enrichments upon the scrolled pediment 
recalls the famous Philadelphia chest-on-chest, now attributed to Thomas Affleck, from 
the Reifsnyder collection, in which similar foliage whorls terminate a scrolled pediment 
surmounting the fretted frieze band. The equally famous Philadelphia highboy in the 
Metropolitan Museum has its scrolled pediment also finished in like manner. The finial 
urns of flowers approximate the central cresting ornament of the Reifsnyder cabinet. In 
the present example the handsomely profiled feet are perhaps unique in departing from the 
conventional use of doubly scrolled brackets, showing a rare instance in which three scrolls 
have been skilfully and successfully used.
